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MARKET  REVIEW 


On  June  6  the  Department  announced  an  increase  of  200,  000  tons  --  from 
10.4  to  10.6  million  tons  --  in  the  domestic  sugar  requirements  for 
calendar  year  1967.  The  Department  noted  that  so  far  this  year  distri- 
bution of  sugar  has  been  running  at  about  the  same  rate  as  last  year 
when  final  requirements  were  determined  to  be  10,375,000  tons,  but 
with  the  period  of  heavy  seasonal  demand  now  at  hand  and  refiners 
making  commitments  for  their  summer  needs,  the  increased  quotas 
should  facilitate  the  orderly  planning  for  and  movement  of  sugar.  The 
action  increased  thedomestic  beet  quota95,333  tons,  the  mainland  cane 
area  quota  by  34,667  tons  and  the  quotas  for  foreign  countries  by 
70,000  tons. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.  S.  consumption  through  June  10  were  reported 
as  4,  147  ,  000  tons  ,  raw  value,  compared  to  4,  1 22 , 000  during  the  same 
period  last  year.  Regionally,  there  also  was  little  difference  from  year 
to  year.  Through  April,  distribution  was  one  half  of  one  percent  -higher 
in  the  North  Central  States  than  last  year  and  in  the  other  four  regions 
smaller  by  from  0  . 7  to  3.6  percent.  By  types  of  users,  the  year  to  year 
change  is  more  marked.  During  the  first  quarter,  canners  and  preserv- 
ers received  eight  percent  less  sugar  than  last  year  while  the  beverage 
trade  took  five  percent  more  and  bakers  three  percent  more;  changes 
for  deliveries  to  other  groups  of  food  processors  were  less  significant; 
deliveries  to  outlets  other  than  food  processors  dropped  seven  percent. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  cane  refineries  as  of 
June  16  totaled  859,000  tons  --  about  133,000  tons  more  than  a  year 
earlier .  Inventories  of  refined  beet  sugar  of  1,225,000  tons  were  about 
140,000  tons  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  through  June  11  totaled  approximately 
788,000  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  821,000  tons  for  the  same 
period  last  year.  Sugar  recovery  in  relation  to  cane  ground  was  9.907 
percent  this  year  and  9.304  percent  last  year.  Sugar  production  after 
June  11  amounted  to  62,000  tons  in  1966  and  to  29,000  tons  in  1965  and 
1964. 
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Sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  June  10  amounted  to  476,954  tons 
compared  to  555,462  tons  produced  last  year  through  June  11. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  at  New  York  was  7.32  cents  per 
pound  on  June  19.  It  had  averaged  7.25  cents  in  May  and  7.20  cents  in 
the  January-May  period. 

Until  early  in  June  there  had  been  no  changes  this  year  in  refined  sugar 
price  quotations  for  the  basis  pack  (100  pound  paper  bags).  Since  then 
there  have  been  announced  increases  ranging  from  .15  to  .20  cent  per 
pound  in  all  sales  territories  other  than  the  northeast.  The  new  quota- 
tions are  shown  below,  although  orders  were  being  considered  at  the  old 
levels  for  varying  periods.

On  June  2,  F.  O.  Licht,  the  European  sugar  statistician,  published  his 
second  estimate  of  world  sugar  balance  for  the  period  September- 
August  1966-67.  He  now  estimates  wo-rld  production  of  65.5  million 
metric  tons  and  world  consumption  of  65.7  million  tons.  This  compares 
with  the  fir  st  estimate  for  the  same  period  published  in  February  in  which 
he  indicated  werld  production  of  66.4  million  tons  and  consumption  of 
65.6  million  tons.  According  to  his  current  computations  .world  stocks 
of  sugar  had  been  18.3  million  metric  tons,  raw  value,  on  September 
1,  1965,  18.0  million  on  September  1,  1966  and  would  be  17.5  million 
on  September  1,  1967. 

The  spot  price  for  world  market  raw  sugar  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange  averaged  2 .  59  cents  per  pound  during  May  and  1.87  cents 
for  thefirst  five  months  of  the  year.  On  June  L9  the  spot  price  was  2.20 
after  having  peaked  at  3.  10  on  June  5  in  the  midst  of  the  Middle  Easut 
crisis.  The  futures  market  has  been  extremely  active  since  early  June. 
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As  of  June  19  futures  prices  ranged  from  2.26/28  cents  per  pound  for 
September  1967  position  up  to  2.83  cents  per  pound  for  the  November 
1968  position.  At  the  high  period  on  June  5  the  range  was  from  3.45/48 
for  July  to  3.75  for  October  1968. 

Dr.  Raul  Prebisch,  Secretary  General  of  the  United  Nations  Commission 
on  Trade  and  Development  met  with  his  22  nation  consultative  group  in 
Geneva  on  June  6,  7  and  8.  No  decision  was  taken  as  to  whether  a 
negotiating  conference  should  be  called  for  this  fall.  Dr.  Prebisch  plans 
to  visit  capitals  in  several  countries  late  this  month  and  early  July  to 
discuss  the  possibility  of  holding  a  negotiation  conference.

SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  1967  INCREASED 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman  on  June  6,  1967  announced 
an  increase  of  ZOO,  000  tons  in  the  determination  of  domestic  sugar  re- 
quirements (total  quotas)  to  a  total  of  10.6  million  tons  for  this  calendar 
year . 

The  quota  for  the  domestic  beet  sugar  area  is  increased  by  95,333  tons. 
The  quota  for  the  mainland  cane  sugar  area  is  increased  by  34,667  tons 
and  quotas  for  foreign  countries  are  increased  by  70,000  tons. 

So  far  this  year,  distribution  of  sugar  has  been  running  at  about  the 
same  rate  as  last  year  when  the  final  requirements  determination 
amounted  to  10,375,000  tons.  However,  the  seasonal  period  of  heavy 
demand  is  now  at  hand  and  sugar  refiners  are  making  commitments  for 
their  summer  needs.  On  occasion  this  year,  there  have  been  temporary 
difficulties  in  arranging  for  prompt  ocean  transportation.  Today's  action 
will  facilitate  the  orderly  planning  for  and  movement  of  sugar. 

Sugar  within  quotas  which  has  not  been  previously  authorized  may  be 
authorized  for  importation  at  any  time  this  year. 

The  quota  increases  and  revised  quotas  resulting  from  the  increase  in 
total  requirements  are  shown  in  the  following  table.
